Althoioji we are not yet in potaeuian 
of the official return, of our import, and 
exports fur the year I 844, we are given tu 
understand thai Iht figure) .pacified in 
the very ingenious Statistical Chan jn.t 
pnbliahed by Mr. J. Jone., and whiih 
we have already recommended to 
public notice, were procured from ihe 
proper source, and may therefore be relied 
upon as correct. 

The most ttnk i ng f act tho « a i n ih it com - 
pilation is, that, for the first time during 
ihe last nineteen years, the balance of trade 
was last year in favour of the colony ; pro- 
bably for Ihe first lime in the history of the 
settlement. At compared with the pre- 
vious year, this remit was produced, not by 
an increase in the exports, for they were 
ksa in Isll than in 1*13 by upwards of 
£44,000, but by a decrease in the mi - 
ports, which were leu last year than in 
the year before, by upwards of jt'biMMKlO, 
or considerably more than half a milium. 

The rapid decrease; in the declared 
value of our importa hu indeed been 
mort remarkable. In 1840, when they 
had reached the highest point ever at- 
tained in the colony, they amounted to 
tha astounding sum of upwards of 
£ 3,000 .000. In 1841, they had fallen 
down tu £0:11,260, being Ihe enormous 
decreaw, in the brief space of four yearn, 
or more than £2,082,000, or nearly 
seventy pet cent i Out import, had 
never, indeed, been so low at last year 
aitice the year IBIS, when they were 
about £714,000. 

Comparing the first year for which the 
imports and exports are given in the 
Chart, namely, I82S, with the last, the 
fc Mills are, that the imports had increased 
by £571, 360, and the eaport. by 
atl,02l,SI4. The ceoleasimal ratios of 
this increase were— of imports about 158 
percent,, and of export, abuut 058 per 
cenl. . the export, beating the import., in 
advance upon (heir respective numbers, 
by BOO per cenl. If Ihit comparison be 
objected to at unfair, on (he ground that 
the depres.ion in llie jiupurts of last year 
was extraordinary, it may be answered, that 
even frum 1820 to IB11, the export* had 
increased at the rate of SfiO per cent., and 
the import, at the rale of only about 600 
per cent.

By Mr. Ixiwa i Mr. Breillat wu appointed 
a Director about September or October, IHI3 ;

wu also appointed ; I Hunk aU these appoint-

There had 
been a previous overture from the Bank of 
Australia, and there wu alao a subsequent 
stntoment, the latter being what wu really acted 
upon. (Jur bank held bdl. of Hughes nnd Hum 
king's. [A attention s. to whether the witnes. 
knew what the gross amount of the«.. bills was, 
wu objected to by the plaintiffs' counsel, ou the 
ground tliat it hail rvlvrence to documentary 
evidunce, whiEh ought to be produced, tin 
the other hand, it wu contended that il wu 
quite open to the witneu to give tho result ot 
hi. knowledge uf the accounts, snd without 
any reference to the acreral documents to state, 
u a fact, llie whole amount, Hi. Honor de- 
cided, that the document* uuiclti to he put in 
the hands of the witness befotc any qwstion 
waa flit to him respecting Ilium : fur even hi* 
knowledge of the tiuni sum ntuat be known 
from adding tlie aevvr.l amounts expressed 
npon lhe»e documents.] We have not waved 
any of our claim against Hughes and Honking ; 
I do not think any dividend hu been received ; 
I am certain as tn a rheijue having been given

Ml, Cheek appealed for the defence, assisted 
by Mr. Bligh, .rAicitor, 

From the evidence of tbe prosecutor, it 
appeared tint early in the month of llecembet 
last, he misled five head of oattlf, which he 
had seen on the run about Ion day* before ; 
ihey were, one working bullock, one heifer, 
and three cows ; about a fori night after, 1 
, received information, that caused me to come 
into llathurst, nnd procure a search * arrant to 
search the premise* of Ihe pritnuct : this war. 
rant wa. given to corporal M'Nally of tha 
mt.uuicd police ; tho horn, now produced nru 
from the yellow heifer that wai missing t I 
know them from being peculiar and singular, 
and different to any I had ever seen ; they are 
the hem* from my heifer to missing, and I 
iwcar positively to them u my property, 

Mr. CHMM.K Crose-cxamined thia witness ai 
to how he know the horn., nnd although he 
did not give a very clear account of how ho 
identill«r them, he .till .tuck to it that they 
ware hi., 

James M'Nally, corporal of the Mounted 
I'ulice, on the Ifth of December l»t, went 
with » warrant to search the nremise. of the 
prisoner, and found the hotiH now produced 
in a running water, about one hundred yards 
from the prisoner's hut i I alao saw in hia hut 
forty or tilty pounds of beef, that hnd been 
about ten or fourteen davi lilted, badly 
cured, and tainted: 1 uw alau a quantity uf 
i green hide about tho place, Cut into mpea ; it 
uppentrd to bo Ihu hide of a beast very ve« 
cerith sluuohtercd- 

'rhomu Troll stated, that at the latter end 
or November last he saw the prisoner ibiving 
ten hcud of csttle into his stock-yard; hu 
went iiplocaamine them, end saw five with 
Mr, Tye's brand ; he suspected prisoner of 
driving away some wurkiiiB, bullocks of his, and 
aeeing these emtio of I'yo's in the prisoner', 
pc™™;™, he thought ft probable hi. bullock 
had bneti driven then, ; unit stout three week, 
after he went to l'yi 's pijen irad found two 
of hi. bullock, there ; he then Informed l' J0 
that he liikd seen .rune of his cattle In pus- 
sossion of the prisoner. I his witness ad- 
mitted, in his erosa-eaainination, that lie U.,1 
himself to laae hi. trial at the present Assises. 

Mr. A. "0, Steal Was Wi ll acquainted with 
Mr. Fye's cattle, u someiij them frequently 
strayvd t» his run ; the missing liei;', r lie waa 
particularly acquainted with, u .ho had hern 
much .bout his place from a calf ; he had ob. 
eerved a |iecub*rily about the horns of this 
heifer, nnd lo the beat of bis belief the horns 
now shown him were the hum. of ihe beut. 
Thiaeio.ed thecaae for the prosecution. 
Me. )■• io i ■ i. [ur thn defence, cuntendrd 
that there wu not sufficient evidence to put 
the rase to llie Jury, 1st. That there wu no 
sufficient pruof that the prisoner tutik the 
cattle, nothing further than the wi Iocs. Trolt, 
and he suspected the piuoner of driving nit 
bullocks away, and must therefore be sup 
posud to have a biuse.l, if not a prejudiced 
iceling; independent of this, his testimony 
ww not deacrving much credit, u he did not 
bear the best character, being himaeLf charged 
with horse -stealoig. Snd. That there w*. not 
auflicient identity of Lhn cattle, there being a 
great discrepancy in the evidence of the 
witnesses I'ye and Troll — the former swearing 
that four uf llie catlk- were branded on the 
rump, and file on the sh'iuldcr; whereas the 
witness Trott swore that they were all branded 
on the rump. 

His ilotviik, however, ruled there waa auf- 
flr.ient evidence to go to the Jurv. who re- 
lumed n vcrdtrt of not juitty, am) the ptuunei 
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the fint witneu called, and Hated: that her do- 
ceuaed sister had been innrried to the prisaneT 
between sit nd seren years ; they hnd three 
rhddrer' : fi'r nnr lime after they were married 
they l.,(i n„l live very happily together, having 
frequent diffetenci i s snd disputna; but for the 
last three year, they appeared to live very happy 
and tomlbttable; this witness lived with hat 
father and mother, between rive and six miles 
distance from the prisoner's rrtiden.ee I that In 
crinacqncncc of her sutler having very delicate 
health, witrtu was very frequently with her 
tn insist in household work; th.inn Sundsv 
the and of February lul, she, with her father 
and mother, were at liogin's ; there were Se- 
vern! other [ifisons there, men and women ; 
then wa* some Uquor drunk ; in the even- 
ing, myself, mother, and the prisoner's wife, 
went to bed in the room where the prisoner 
and my sister usually alept ; after we were in 
bed, tho brother of the prisoner. Denis Hogan, 
who was paying his addressee to me, came to 
the window of the room in which we were 
sleeping, and hegan talking tome, and after- 
wards to my mother : when she found it was 
him, she Wind him to go sway; ahortly after, 
the prisoner, who wu with tho olhet men 
sleeping in on adjoining room, rarae into the 
room we were in, and dragged the three of us 
out of bed, and hegan abusing ua, calling ua 
whores and vagabonds, and other IB nismes ; u. 
women screamed out, when tha prisoner's 
brother, Deni* Hogxn. came in. and there was 
a scutS*. on the floor between the brother*, and 
I think my father ; myself and mother then 
went out, and in the morning we both went 
..ome, Lcarlnji my father behind at Hogau'a ; 
on the following Thursday I went again, with 
luy father, to thn prisoner's, to assist at the 
harvest I that night 1 slept with Mrs, While, 
who live, near lit* prisoner, u din the morning 
went lo hia houae ; (hi. day the prisoner did 
not go to work until after dinner, and came in 
nbout three o'clock to hare aome tea ; bo com- 
plained of a pain in hi* almulder, and 
laid down on hi. bed ; his wife wu In the room 
with him, they were discoursing together, but 
whether in anger or otherwise 1 could not dia- 
eumr, u 1 could not distinguish what they 
said; the prisoner had aome conversation also 
with me, and enquired if my mother waa still 
sngTy on account of the disturbance that took 
place on tho previous Sunday, and whether phn 
wtiuld come over to hi. plate if he went for 
her ; ahortly after thia, my sister citae out of 
the room in a very hurried manner, and went 
utairle and turned to lh« right, which led in 
the directum towards the creek ; na she left the 
room I heard heresy, "ii it me, Henry;" 
ahortly after this, in two or three minute, Lho 
prisoner went outside and turned in the Sunt 
direction my slater had gone; about ten minute* 
after hit leaving, I wu called by Mr*. While, 
the prisoner 1 , niollier, who wished me to gu to 
the Creek for soma water, I went, and an my 
return, I observed the prisoner come up in a 
direction from the creek, with his clot he. wet

my sister ; when I wu with her on the pre- 
vious S- indue, she wu apparently in good

By Mr. P-u«xpiit: On the Thursday, when 
1 came back, my sister waa aiokly, and said she 
wished she wu dead I considering this as idle 
talk, without null y meaning whnt sh* said, I 
did nut uk hei tlie reason for saying ao ; my 
siatc.. al the time she wa. miuing. wu in tile 
family way ; the limo my niter left the house, 
a* near u 1 can gucs*, *u between three and 
four o'clock ; I consider the row ordi.turb.uco 
on the Kund.y to have originated in the pruo- 
n.'r not wishing his brother to come about the 
place for me; the pad dock where my fsthei 
and the other men wete at w ork was at no great 
dittanee from Hngan'a residence ; if there hntj 
been a scream ur struggle at tho creek 1 could 
have heard it nt ihe houae : but I heard nothing 
of the kind, nor did I observe un the banks of 
the creek lay ajipetrince nf a struggle having 
taken place . when my sifter left the room she 
had nn, amotl Oat olhcr articles of wearing ap- 
>at(.], a White apron ; when the prisoner rode 
way he crossed tha creek, and where he 
roesed the bamhl were not so high but that 1 
could have him in view, until he had croaaed 
ii ; I did net tew him afterward* until be waa In 
' ' ( 1 never knew that the Itisoncr was 
_ of hia wife with *ny other ouut ; and if 
this had been so, 1 am will persuaded I .hould 
hare heard it from my decerned slater, 

Thi. witneu wa* submitted (a a very rigid 
and long croas-ei.uiinxtion. but nothing wu 
elicited tint could at all .bake her testimony 
in any material point. 

Daniel M'Quirk , father of the last witness and 
of the deceased, was neat called: I in a black- 
smith, and liva at a place railed Bhooter's Hill, 
aboul fifty miiea from llathurst, nnd about five 
miles from tho Tcidviicw of the prisoner ; my 
daughter has been roamed to him aixot seven 
j ean ; on the Sunday before she wu misting, 
myself, wife, and daughter Hosatta, went to Ho. 
gnu's ; there were several other, there ; we had 
some liquor, but none of the parties nppeared to 
me the worse for drinking ; aa the house wa* full 
the men slept in one room ; and tha women, 
that ia ro y w i fe, and two daug h ten, alent in the 
other ; after wo bad laid down 1 heard Denis 
Hogan speaking, u I concluded, to my wifa ; 
and 1 hesrd her say ro uway Henry, she see In - 
tog; tu think it was him ; the piiauiier wu lying 
by my side, and u 1 thought, wu asleep; but 
when he heuid thia, be e .claimed " I'll Henry 
you," and jumped out of bed and went into 
lite mom the women w ete in, and dragged them | 
out of bed; they eerenmcd out, and Deni. 
llognn came in, and the two brother, got Strug, 
gliug trigclhei on lho ground, when Denis 
called on tits brother-in-law, Uandrigan, to 
his uid ; 1 went to part them, when Denis 
pitched into mo ; I, however, got him down 
undei me and ke|Vt him there, until lu. >i.ter

convtraaUon wok place ao that my de- 
maad daughter mutt hive heard it; on lho 
following morning my wife and daughter Ro- 
aetti went home; 1 remained, and thought 
that during llie Monday the priaonei nnd my 
ilailghlnr were again reconciled : on the follow- 
ing day I alao went home, and returned nn the 
folluwtng Thursday with my daughter Itoactta, 
lo Bssurt the prisoner in getting in his Jiarreat ; 
and 1 worked until dinnei-ti ute ; we. including 
the prisoner, went to wock until about 3 o'clock, 
when we eamu in to have some tea ; the prisoner 
complained of* pain in Ilia shoulder, and I ptr- 
euaded him not to go out again ; he went and 
laid on hi. bed ; I went to work again, and had 
not ben out lung when I heard a tbout from 
my daughter ltoaetls, and on locking round 
taw the pritoner on horseback riding away,
